New York, Dec. 30.—{Special.]—A 
section of one of Enrico Caruso’s ribs 
was removed today in the second oper- 
ation for suppurative pleurisy to which 
the tenor has’ submitted during the 
last two days. 

The operation was to relieve the 
continued formation of fluid within the 
pleura membrang, and was performed 
by Dr. John F. Erdmann, who was 
called into consultation by Drs. Lam- 
bert, Evans, Stella, Murray, and Horo- 
witz, After the operation the follow- 
ing bulletin was issued by Dr. Erd- 
mann: 

“ Mr. Cartso has been successfully 
operated upon by Dr. Erdmann for 
empyema. «His condition is satisfac- 
tory.” 

“Comfortable as Expected.” 

Dr. Stella remained at the Caruso | 
apartment thréughout the night and | 
at a late hour it was said the patient 
was “as comfortable as could be ex- 
pected.” | 

Those in attendance upon the tenor 
made it known that while Mr. Caruso 
is extremely ill, there need be no alarm 
over his condition as there are no sug- 
gestions of pneumonia or other com- 
plications. 

‘Dr. Erdmann was called into con- 
sultation at 11 o’¢lock this forenoon. 
That the operation from empyema, 
whi®h is’for’an abscess in the pleura, 
was at that time set for the late after- 
noon was evidence to those near the 
patient that it was not an emergency } 
measure.

The hawk most often killed in error

He 
is a fairly large hawk—almost as big 
as a “hen hawk ”—with long wings, 
long tail, and always with a white 
rump. He is a hawk of open places, a 
sailing hawk, who is generally seen 
soaring along but a short distance 
above the ground. Don’t kill him. 


The Cooper hawk—"“ blue darter” or 
“bullet hawk,” as he is yariously 
known—is “one bad feller.” So is his 
first cousin, the sharp shinned hawk. 
Both of them are comparatively small, 
with short wings and long tails, the 
Cooper with the end of his tail ro6unded 
and the sharp shinned is square.
